THESLICENSE-TAX QUESTION. 


The attitude of the Trwes on the 


must not be mistaken. We have not 
questioned the legality or propriety of 
the action taken by the Board of Su- 
* pervisors in fixing licenses in Los 
Angeles county. That action was 
taken in compliance with law, and was 
proper and necessary (waiving here 
and now all criticism upon the scale 
of licenses fixed in the ordinance). 
We have not advised, and do not ad- 
vise, resisfiice to the collection of the 
license taxes so fixed, when legally de- 
manded by the proper officer author- 
ized by law to collect them, to wit, 
the County Tax Collector, or by his 
deputy when such deputy is appointed 
or employed not in contravention 
of law. The licenses should be col- 
lected, but they cannot be collected 
except in the manner provided by 
law. If an unlawful attempt is made 
to collect them, resistance on the part 
of the license-tax-payer is justifiable. 

What we specifically object to in 
the late action of the Board of Super- 
visors is, first, its attempt to create a 
new office—an office unknown to the 
law, viz., * License Tax Collector,”’ 
» when the power to create is not 
vested in the Board; second, the 
__ further attempt to attach to the office 
so illegally created, compensation at 
the rate of ten per cent. of all license- 
tax monies that may be collected under 
the ordinance, when the expense of 
collecting license taxes, as well as other 
taxes, is provided for in the salary paid 
by law to the County Tax Collector; 
and, third, the attempted appointment 
of a “License Tax Collector’ to per- 
form duties imposed by law upon the 
County Tax Collector. 

We repeat what we said in the 
Times of Friday, that it is our convic- 
sion, based upon a re-examination of 
the statutes, that there is no authority 
of law for this action of the Board in 
creating the heretofore unknown office 
of “License Tax Collector.” The re- 
sponsibility rests upon the Board 
of producing, at its next meeting, the 
authority by which they have assumed 
to create a new oflice, to appoint an 
incumbent for it, and to confer upon 
him a compensation which will amount 
to more than three thousand dollars 
for performing duties which belong to 
the County Tax Collector. 

We invoke the statutes in support 


of our position. 


A NEW ERA IN NAVAL WARFARE.

There wes not so large an attendance 
yesterday as on Friday at Turnverein 


| Hall. Mr. Rose called the meeting to 


order and introduced Mr. Arpad Harasz- 
thy, to make the address of the day on 
‘‘Mature Wines.”’ 

Mr. Haraszthy said that the great dif- 
ficulty in this country was getting the 
wines into ignorant bands, in whose 
charge they spoiled. After a few re- 
marks on that subject, he commenced 
his regular address. He said he would 
lecture on mature wines, and intended 
it for hints to consumers in general, and 


-| more especially for the Eastern dealer. 


The history of the cultivation 
of tbe vine and of the first 
manufacture of wine from the grape 
merges itself into the misty past of pre- 
historic ages. Sacred history, in the 
book of Genesis, ascribes to Noah the 
first cultivation of the vine, who, it 
says, after the deluge, discovered and 
cultivated the plant, made wine from 
its fruit and became intoxicated. But 
Champollion, in his Egyptian letter, 
states that there was discovered at 
Zoouiet El-Maitein, a village on the 
banks of the Nile, the tomb of Apo- 
which, among other basso- 
relievos, cantained that of a 
wine press, destined to press out the 
juice of the grape. Now, Apophis be- 
longed to the sixth dynasty of Egypt 
and dated back to the year 3852 before 
Christ, or, in other words, 1500 years 
before Noah’s ascribed discovery and 
cultivation of the vine, and the art of 
pressing out the juice of the grape had 
been known and was being practiced. 
All appearances tend to show that the 
wine grape vine (vites vinifera) came 
originally from the central part of Asia, 
whence it gradually worked its way 
westward till it reached Europe and 
there, soon after, was cultivated where- 
ever its growth was successful and its 
production satisfactory. In the Holy 
Land the Israelites well knew the value 
of the vine, whose cultivation became a 
leading agricultural .pursuit among 
them, and where fermented 
and unfermented grape juice was pres- 
ent at all their feasts, social, public and 
religious. The ancient Greeks were 
renowned for their art in the production 
of distinguished wines, and after the 
Greeks came the Romans. Next came 
the people of Spain, of France, of Hun- 
gary and of Germany. Even England 
in those days is said to have grown 
grapes and produced wines as far™north 
almost as the Scottish border. While 
Spain sent its finest wines to Rome and 
France was in every way encouraged in 
its experimental plantations of the vine, 
the first embryo vineyards of Austria, 
Hungary and Germany were planted by 
the Roman legions. Nearly all the Roman 
Emperors tavored the propagation of 
the vine. Probus boasted of being a 
fine vintner; Julian, the apostate, cover- 
ed the neighborhood of his admired Lu- 
cretia with vines. Domitian, alone of 
all, promulgated an edict ordering the de- 
struction of the vine and forbidding its 
replantation. Happily, this barbarous 
edict was not carried out. The attack 
of outside hordes gave the Romans 
something else to attend to. However, 
these attacks and other canses combined 
to crush out the vine, and in Germany 
beer supplanted wine.”’ 
Then followed extracts from a distin- 
guished author which we cannot here 
reproduce, 

The speaker read from many authors 
on grapes aud vines. He gave an ex- 
tensive description of grapes and the 
mode of handling wines. His authori- 
ties were nearly all foreign, and seemed 
to interest his audience. He showed an 
intimate knowledge of the handling of 
wines, and particularly on the subject 
of fermentation. His ideas of the pro- 
per bottling of wines and the mode of 
keeping them contained some novel 
ideas that may benefit the wine makers. 
Much of his lecture was on technical 
wine subjects, particularly as to the 
chemistry of the business, which would 
not interest the readers of the Trmxs. 
Before closing he read an extract from 
McMullen, ah eminent authority on 
wines, which paid a high encomium to 
wine over all other alcoholic stimulants. 
The speaker closed with advice as to the 
handling of wine for shipment, and 
hints asto temperature, etc., so as to 
prepare it for the inspection of eastern 
jobbeis. The clarification of mature 
wines was particularly well handled. 
Mr. Haraszthy stated that the best clar- 
ifiers were white of egg, a little salt, 
isinglass and the swimming bladder of 
the sturgeon, and the less that had to be 
used the better. He then described the 
subsequent processes to the enlighten- 
ment of the wine makers present. He 
closed his address by reading an extract 
from Boileau amid applause. 

Mr. Rose said there had been some 
complaint about raisins not having been 
mentioned. Mr. Blowers is the raisin 
man of this Board, but he had not come. 
He therefore invited any one in the 
audience to advance remarks. 

Dr. Congar of Pasadena was caHed 
for and said: ‘‘Ladies and gentlemen: I 
don’t agree with the Chairman or those 
who called me out. I believe I am 
noted for disagreeing with the public on 


* 


It seems ont of place to bring up an- 
other great subject after the wine feast 
you have had. These gentlemen seem 
to disagree on wine, and | confess I 
have not been long enough in 
the raisin business to be authority. The 
same dangers threaten the muscat grape 
that threaten the wine grape. The 
longer experience I have the less I seem 
to know.’’ He spoke of what he called 
the blight, which caused the grapes in 
embryo to fall off. He ascri it to 
location, as some of his neighbors were 
exempt. His muscats on the elevations 
were not affected, butin the valleys they 
were. His theory, outside of tempera- 
ture, was that some of these vines were 
sterile vines. He had no _ book 
on the subject, and he believed 
that each locality would have to work 
out its own salvation. After selecting 
a particular kind of vine, which he 
called the female, or fruit-producing 
vine, and rejecting the hermaphrodite 
or sterile vines, he had in the third year 
a profit of $102 per acre. He warned 
his hearers against planting the Muscat 
grape without trying it, as it may blight. 
The grape must be absolutely ripe to 
make good raisins, but it is difficult to 
know when it'is fully ripe. The only 
way to tell its ripeness is .by the taste, 
for observation otherwise does not 
always tell the fact. The mode of cur- 
ing was next alluded to in detail; that 
would take too much space to reproduce 
here. He took issue with the friends 
of artificial curing. He said it was ab- 
solutely impossible to make a perfect 
grape by artificial heat. There were 
some chemical effects from solar heat 
that were absolutely necessary to the 
formation of a perfect grape. Gentle- 
men, I don’t know whether to thank 
you or reproach you for calling on me.

The Governor closed say- 
ing that he never abandoned a friend 
and would not leave the Mission grape. 

Mr. Mayberry, of San Gabriel, was 
called for but declined to speak, thank- 
ing the convention for its call. 

Mr. Wetmore wus called for. He 
said the raisin interest had never been 
properly presented at the State Conven- 
tions. He hoped the raisin interest 
would be properly represented at the 
next State Convention. There may be 
something that the raisin makenof San 
Diego may know ‘that will benefit 
his San Bernardino neighbor, therefore 
let us compare notes. This talk that 
wines made from our grapes are ‘the 
best in the world is nonsense. Noman 
ever said that but got a free drink, for 
if he bought a drink he wouldn’t say 
it. 
could not be sold if it was not mixed up 
with other and better wines. He had 
seen Dreyfus & Co. drown some fine 
wine in Mission wine that could not be 
sold, and that was their only way to sell 
it, and a better brand was placed on it. 
I don’t believe Governor Downey ever 
tested the wine he spoke of, or he 
would not say it was pronounced the 
best in the world. These are facts, and 
you have got to swallow it. The day 

ill soon come when you cannot sell 
your cheap grapes. 

Question from an auditor—Mr. Wet- 
more, would you rather have a Zinfan- 
del vine than a Mission ?. 

Answer—I would. 

Question—Yet you say the Zinfandel 
is affected by phylloxera and our Mis- 
sion is not ? 

Answer—Yes, and the Mission branch 
is the first to die fromit. If you like 
the Mission grape drink all the wine up 
and then it will not be on the market. 
(Laughter. ) 

Speaking of raisins, he sid there 
are bearing vines and non-bearing vines. 
Select your cuttings carefully. There are 
fertile and barren vines. The muscat 
is the most inconstant of vines, and we 
are every year finding new varieties. 
Therefore, these meetings for a com- 
parison of views will do much good. 
The principal sugar of the raisin is got 
through the.leaves. The tripp fly which 
destroys the leaves injures the fruit. If 
you overload your wines you give your 
leaves too much to do, and your grapes 
will not properly ripen. Fertilizing is 
another help to the vines. Bone dust 
is a valuable one, and there are others 
almost as good. Good raisins are made 
in this State at a height of 2000 feet, 
while in the valley they cannot make 
them successfully.. A good country for 
consumptives is where good raisins can 
be made. It would seem that the same 
influences that are productive of 
phthisis are injurious to the Muscat 
grape, and vice versa. He closed amid 
applause. 

Mr. Rose gave his experience in 
muscats. He believed that location 
had as much to do with raising 
the Muscat as soil. I buy a great many 
Muscat grapes from Downey, where the 
water is within twelve feet of the sur- 
face. They are the best Muscat grapes 
that I have ever seen. Yet I have 
grown immense crops on cactus land on 
vines that had poor crops on appar- 
ently better locations. 

Mr. Haraszthy made an explanation. 
He said Mr. Blowers told him he would 
never use, in raisin making, artificial 
heat so long as he could get solar heat, 
as the latter was better and cheaper. 
He used the artificial heat, after the 
sun had matured the grape, to kill the 
larvae, except in rainy weather when he 
could not get the sun, 

Mr. Rose said many foreign grapes 
were better than Mission. He thought 
California’s market for brandy was in 
England or France. If we got England 
there was no danger of over-production 
for many years. Americans were not a 
brandy drinking people. He closed by 
a comparison of the merits of wine from 
foreign vines and those made from the 
Mission vines, to the detriment of the 
latter. 

Mr. Haraszthy thanked the audience, 
on behalf of the State Commission, for 
their attention and invited Southern 
California to attend the State Conven- 
tion. He also requested a large repre- 
sentation of the wines of this section. 

Adjourned to sample wines sine die.
